Mat it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Board of Superintendence of the City of Dublin Hos- 
pitals, have the honour to submit to your Excellency this our 
Twenty-seventh Annual Report. 

During the past year we have inspected the several Hospitals 
in this city which receive Parliamentary grants. 

These are : — 

1. Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’s Hospital 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital; and 

9. Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of the 

Concordatum Fund. 

On making these inspections we carefully inquired respecting 
the state and condition of each institution. We endeavoured to 
ascertain if the general management was satisfactory, and if due 
provision was made for the comforts of the patients and if the 
food was prepared in a careful and economical manner, and pre- 
sented in a palatable form. 

We have seen every patient in the Hospitals and have interro- 
gated those who appeared most helpless, to ascertain if proper 
care was bestowed on them by the nurses. 

We have not had occasion during the past year to hold inquiry

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into any alleged culpable irregularity on tbe part of nurses or of 
attendants, and we have not received any well founded com- 
plaints from patients. 

For years past there has been unnecessary delay in the 
presentation of oar Annual Reports, which is to be ascribed to 
some of the Hospitals not having furnished the required Statistics 
before the 1st of May, in accordance with the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the Board of Superintendence. 

We regret to observe that this year the delay has again 
occurred, and that the authorities of the Westmoreland Lock, 
St. Mark’s, and the House of Industry Hospitals have not 
supplied the Statistics in due time, although repeatedly applied 
to, first by the Secretary officially, and then by the Chairman 
personally. 

This dilatoriness is quite unaccountable to the Board of 
Superintendence. 

The statistical information set forth in the body of this Report, 
and in the various appendices is similar in most respects to that 
presented in previous years. 

On the 1st of April, 1885, there remained 787 patients in these 
Hospitals. 

The number admitted during the year was 9,264, making the 
total under treatment 10,051, of whom 8,867 left the wards cured, 
relieved, or were dismissed for other causes, including 495 who 
died. 

The mortality was 5’50per cent, on those treated to a termina- 
tion. 

The total average daily number of beds occupied in all the 
Hospitals throughout the year was 731 42. • 

The time spent in Hospital of each patient under treatment, 
omitting the inmates of the Hospital for Incurables, averaged 21 
days. 

Appendix. — Table No. 1 shows a list of diseases of patients 
treated in the several Hospitals and the number that died of any 
particular disease during the year ended 31st March, 1885. 

Table No. 2, shows the average cost per bed occupied, 
throughout the year ending 31st March, 1885, for maintenance 
and for establishment, and for both exclusive of buildings and 
furnishing such buildings. 

Table No. 3 will be seen the several sources of income of each 
Hospital. 

Table No. 4, sets forth in detail the chief heads of expenditure 
of each Hospital. 

Table No. 5, gives the number of patients treated in each 
Hospital, the mortality per cent., the average daily number of 
beds occupied during the year, and the present extent of accom- 
modation for each class of patients. 

Table No. 6, shows the price of articles supplied to each 
Hospital per contract or otherwise. 

Table No. 7, gives the various dietaries in use in each Hospital. 

Table No. S, names of Governors of each Hospital, with number 
of meetings attended during the year ending 31st December, 1884. 
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The Westmoreland Lock. 

On the day of inspection this Hospital was in a satisfactory 
condition ; the wards were scrupulously clean and well ventilated. 
The clothing and general tidiness of the inmates were creditable, 
and we were informed that there was no dismissal during the 
year for insubordination. 

We have ascertained that the recommendations of the Hospital 
Commissioners of 1855 have been carried out as far as possible, 
and that patients are placed in separate wards regulated by the 
following classification: — 

1st. Patients admitted for the first time. 

2nd. Convalescent patients, and those admitted from asylums. 

3rd. Married women patients. 

4th. Patients who have been in hospital for the second or 
third time. 

It would have afforded us satisfaction if we had seen a greater 
number of the patients occupied in some useful way. Under 
existing arrangements only a small proportion who give hope of 
reformation, are employed in the establishment as assistant nurses 
and as laundry maids ; these get better rations than the other 
patients, and in addition to clothing receive each £4 1 la. 3$. 
annually as wages. 

The dietary is considered ample and nutritious, and the various 
articles of food including bread, meat, beef-tea, milk, &e., which 
we examined were found without exception of good quality and 
the cooking satisfactory. 

In our last Report we adverted to the inadequate provision 
existing to meet an outbreak of fire, and we desire again to direct 
the attention of the Governors to this subject. 

There were 74 patients in this Institution on the 1st of April, 
1885 ; 754 were admitted, including 22 infants born in the house 
during the year ; 742 were discharged, 25 died, and 61 remained 
on the 31st of March, 1885. 

The mortality was 3'25 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 30'74 days, 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 69’74. 



House of Industry. 

This institution was in a satisfactory condition as regards the 
comfort of the patients, and no complaint was made to us as to 
want of attention on the part of attendants. The cooking and 
the distribution of the diets are conducted according to regulation. 
The quality of the food was good, and the returns and vouchers 
in connexion with expenditure are accurately kept. 

Hospitals, however well constructed, are, under certain condi- 
tions, especially during epidemics, capable of favouring the 
development and intensifying the activity of disease germs, hut 
we have ascertained that in this institution there was no spread 
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during the year of erysipelas, pyaemia, septicaemia or hospital 
gangrene. We have been informed that great care is given, to 
ward management — that no slop-pails are ever brought into the 
■wards. The excreta of the sick are promptly removed and so 
disposed of as to reduce probable risk to health from that source ; 
on the day of inspection, however, we observed soiled linen 
heaped up in one of the closets, and having remarked on the 
impropriety of allowing these articles to remain contiguous to the 
ward, we were informed that they had not been long removed 
from the beds, and that accounted for their not having been 
immediately sent to the laundry. 

We ascertained that the linen supply was sufficient, and that 
each ward was provided with towels for the use of patients, and 
those who are unable to perform ablution in the lavatories are 
attended each morning by a nurse, who is responsible for their 
personal cleanliness. 

We questioned the patients as to the care bestowed on them 
by the attendants, and as to the attention of night nurses ; and 
are glad to report that their replies were satisfactory. 

We regret to state that the Registrar, although repeatedly 
called on by the Secretary and Chairman of this Board, did not 
furnish complete medical and surgical records for our Twenty- 
fifth and Twenty-sixth Reports. 

Hardwiclce. 

Twenty-one patients remained in this Hospital on the 1st of 
April, 1884; 595 were admitted, including two children born in 
the wards during the year ; 600 were discharged ; 84 died, giving 
a mortality of 14-86 per cent, on the total number of cases treated 
to a termination. The average daily number of beds occupied 
throughout the year was 31'59 ; and the time spent in Hospital by 
each patient averaged 18'7l days. 

Whitworth. 

On the 1st of April, 1884, sixty-nine patients remained in 
this Hospital ; 672 were admitted, including one bora in the 
wards ; 619 were discharged ; 62 died, giving a mortality of 9'10 
per cent, on the total number of cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of bods occupied through the year 
was 4S'2S, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient under 
treatment averaged 2375 days. 

Richmond. 

There were 87 patients in this Hospital when the year com- 
menced; 731 were admitted; 716 were discharged; 30 died, 
giving a mortality of 4 per cent, on 746 cases treated to a termi- 
nation. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the year was 
70'69, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 
31'54 days.

Twenty- seventh Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. > 
Steevens’. 

The patients -were well attended to, the changes of linen 
sufficient, but some of the palliasses being very old and soiled we 
considered them no longed suited for use. 

We observed no bed-pulls or hand-grasps suspended for use, 
an arrangement much needed for helpless patients or those 
suffering from injuries of the lower extremities. 

Recently several sanitary improvements have been carried out, 
including new baths, lavatories, slop sinks, and improved water- 
closet accommodation. 

In our last Report we adverted to the deficiency of light and 
ventilation of the closets in Nos. 1 and 8 wards, wherein the 
surgical appliances are kept ; we suggested that open wire worked 
panels be placed in the doors so as to admit light and air freely, 
and to permit uninterrupted inspection. On the occasion of our 
last visit we were sorry to find these closets lurking places for 
dust and foul air. 

The various articles of food, including beef-tea, milk, &e., &c., 
were, without exception, good, and the cooking all that could be 
desired. 

The laundry department is efficient, and the clothes are as 
much as possible dried in the open air. Articles used by patients 
affected by contagious diseases are steeped, boiled, and washed 
separately. 

Presenting such great opportunities for medical education, it is 
to be regretted that such an amount of materials for clinical 
teaching should be so little used. It has been asserted that the 
situation of the Hospital was too far from the centre of the city 
for students to attend the Medical School . formerly attached to 
the institution. 

A scheme has been proposed to amalgamate this Hospital with 
the House of Industry Hospitals under joint management ; if this 
could be carried out it might prove beneficial to both institutions. 

We wish again to direct attention to the absence of any 
sufficient protection in the Hospital against fire. 

On the 1st of April, 1884, 121 patients remained in Hospital; 
1,255 were admitted during the year ; 1,224 were discharged ; 51 
died, and 101 remained on the 81st of March, 1885. 

The average daily number of patients in Hospital was 9440, 
and the stay in Hospital of each patient averaged 25'04 days. 

The mortality on those treated to a termination was 4 per 
cent. 

Meath. 

On the day of inspection everything that was seen gave 
evidence that the wants of the patients are carefully attended to, 
and that they are kindly treated. 

The nursing staff, under the present Lady Superintendent, has 
within the last year very much improved, and is said now to be 
most efficient. We were glad to perceive that new iron bedsteads 
of the most approved pattern have been substituted for those 
formerly in use, and that hair or wire-woven mattresses havo 
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been supplied. The -wards were scrupulously clean and orderly, 
and the bed clothes of the patients were in good condition, and 
neatly arranged. 

On the 1st of April, 18S4, there was a balance due to the 
Treasurers of the Hospital amounting to £1,253, for which a 
special appeal was made to the public, and we are happy to report 
that at the close of the year a sum of £1,489 14s. over and above 
ordinary subscriptions was realized. 

The Governors have decided to set apart two detached wards, 
one for males and one for females, for the treatment of patients 
affected by septic conditions or offensive cases likely to con- 
taminate the air of a general ward. 1 

It is also contemplated to open a small ward for the treatment 
of children suffering from medical diseases, and to confine the 
“Smyly children’s ward” entirely to surgical cases. This 
arrangement will add ten beds to the existing accommodation. 

We observed a very well arranged and ventilated compartment 
where the patients’ clothes are stored, the articles being stacked 
and numbered. 

The room heretofore used for keeping splints is deficiently 
lighted and inconveniently placed. Another compartment nearer 
the wards has recently been constructed, fitted with shelves, and 
admirably arranged for surgical appliances. We observed here 
ready for use portable trays containing bandages, needles, ligatures, 
and other necessary requirements for surgical dressings. These 
trays are very convenient and handy for surgical emergencies. 
The culinar-y arrangements were satisfactory, and the various 
articles of food were of good quality. The laundry is sufficiently 
commodious, and the hot air chamber for storing and purifying 
blankets and. articles of clothing, &c., was in good working order. 

There is a hydrant and hose on each landing, said to be in 
good order, and we have been informed that instructions for 
attendants in the case of fire have been drafted and are under 
consideration. 

The Board of Superintendence express their satisfaction with 
the general condition of this Hospital, which appears to them 
to merit special praise. 

There were 80 patients in this Hospital at the commencement 
of the year ; 1,22V were admitted ; 1,137 discharged; 71 died, and 
99 remained on the 31st March, 1885. 

The mortality was 5 - 87 per cent, on the total treated to a ter- 
mination. 

The time spent in Hospital hy each patient averaged 23’24 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was S3'24. 



CoKK-STBEET. 

General order and neatness prevailed throughout this institu- 
tion, and if we were to judge of the ward management by the 
great attention bestowed on cleanliness, we can report most 
favourably as regards this subject, 
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Towels and other appliances for washing the sick are well 
supplied and arranged. 

The patients we questioned said they received every care and 
attention from the nurses. The beds and bedding were properly 
looked after. 

The supply of linen is ample, and the apartment wherein it is 
stored is well ventilated, provided with shelves, and has sufficient 
space for mending, classifying, and issuing the several articles. 

The culinary department was well arranged, and the provisions 
were of good quality. 

We do not consider that this Hospital should be included in 
any amalgamation scheme, it is admirably suited and well situ- 
ated for its purpose, being near the Coombe, and other unsanitary 
parts of the city, and to large breweries, foundries, and other 
centres of labour. 

Standing on its own open grounds it has ample space for 
convalescents to exercise on. 

It possesses available accommodation at all times to meet the 
requirements of any epidemic that is likely to invade this part of 
the city. 

At the commencement of the year 54 patients remained in the 
Hospital ; S64 were admitted ; 70G discharged ; 96 died, and 116 
remained on the 31st March, 18S5. The mortality was 1T97 per 
cent, on those treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 60, and the 
time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 23-S6 days. 

Rotunda. 

The condition of this Hospital continues to.be satisfactory. The 
wards were scrupulously clean and well ventilated, and the 
patients received every care and attention. The administration 
under recent management has improved, and the resources of 
modem science have, so far as we can judge, proved to a great 
extent safeguards against the peculiar dangers which beset similar 
institutions. 

In addition to the large number of patients received annually 
into the labour wards, the list in appendix shows the great 
value the auxiliary hospital affords for the relief of women 
affected with very serious and painful diseases, and both classes 
of cases must he a means of imparting sound and practical in- 
formation to students. 

We were glad to learn that all soiled linen, is promptly removed 
from the wards to the rinsing chamber outside the Hospital, and 
from thence is Sent to the laundry every second clay. Nothing can 
be more injurious to the inmates of an hospital, than keeping foul 
linen stored for days before sorting and sending it to the wash. 

We found the rations' of good quality, and the kitchen accom- 
modation and cooking utensils sufficient and in good order. 

The sewerage is sard to be efficient, but we observed one of the 
soil pipes in connexion with a water closet not ventilated. This 
omission is, however, to be remedied without delay. 

The mortuary, although small, appears well, ventilated and 
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drained, and is amply supplied with water. We were informed 
that no one connected with the labour department conducts post- 
mortem examinations. 

We hope the Governors will provide some way by which a fire 
in its early stage could be extinguished, and arrange a proper 
means of escape for patients in the event of such an accident 
occurring. 

The account books and registers were examined, and found 
carefully and accurately kept. 

On the 1st of April, 1884, there were 20 patients in the labour 
wards ; 1,359 were admitted during the year ; 1,14S were dis- 
charged after delivery ; 203 were discharged, not having been 
delivered ; 9 died, and 28 remained in the Hospital at the end of 
the year. 

Twenty-six patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic de- 
partment on the 1st of April, 1,884 ; 360 were admitted ; 352 
discharged; 11 died in the year ended 31st March, 1885, and 23 
then remained. 

The mortality of the labour patients, deducting the 203 non- 
parturient cases, was 77 per cent., and that of the chronic class 
3 03 per cent. 



COOMBE. 

On visiting the several departments of this Hospital we were 
much gratified by the order, regularity, aud cleanliness which 
prevailed. 

The patients were treated with all the care and attention which 
their condition requires. 

The sanitary state of the buildings is said to be satisfactory, and 
we have ascertained that in the event of puerperal fever manifest- 
ing itself, the most prompt and efficient means are adapted of 
preventing its extension. 

The result of our examination of the different articles of food 
was satisfactory, but a suitable store room for meat appears to he 
badly required. 

It having been alleged that the compounding department was 
irregularly conducted in this Hospital and in the Itotunda, wu 
made inquiries, and ascertained that Messrs. Graham and Co., 
Druggists, have the contract for compounding and dispensing 
medicines in these Hospitals, and the Medical Officers of each 
Institution have signified to us their approval as to the efficient 
working of this department. 

It is satisfactory to be able to report that this Hospital 
continues to give valuable assistance to Lying-in women in this 
poor district which is greatly needed, and that it affords consider- 
able advantages in forwarding medical education. 

We should prefer to see the straw for bedding kept in some 
situation where it would be less liable to danger from fire. 

Ten labour eases remained in Hospital on the 1st of April, 18S4 ; 
619 were admitted during the year; 612 were discharged; 7 
died ; and 10 remained at the close of the year-. . 
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Thirteen patients_reinained in the chronic wards on the 1st of 
April, 1881; 203 were admitted; 191 discharged; 9 died; and 
1 0 remained at the end of the year. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the labour wards, deduct- 
ing 164 that were discharged, not having been delivered, was 7 
deaths in 455 cases, or T53 per cent. ; and that of the chronic 
class was 4’50 per cent. 

St. Mask’s. 

On the day of inspection the wards were scrupulously clean and 
orderly, and the patients carefully attended to. 

We found, however, the ventilation of the out-patient depart- 
ment rather defective, and the accommodation for servants very 
inadequate. 

We were glad to he informed that a contract had recently been 
accepted whereby, for an expenditure of about £600, the Gover- 
nors hope to procure accommodation for 8 additional adult 
patients, and also to provide a children’s ward, containing 6 or Scots. 

In reply to our query as to whether there existed any unsani- 
tary condition in the vicinity of the Hospital, we were informed 
that the health of the patients, as well as of the servants, is im- 
perilled by the unsanitary condition of the laneway in the rere 
and at the side of the Hospital. Not being under the jurisdiction 
of the Dublin Corporation, it is neither drained, paved, lighted, 
nor swept, the consequence being that during rainy weather, and 
for some weeks afterwards, the lane — which is directly under the 
Hospital windows — is converted into a slough, the exhalations 
from which are carried into the atmosphere of the wards. 

The medical statistics are carefully compiled, and form a valu- 
able record for future reference. 

The Governors are entitled to great credit for the energy 
they have evinced in the maintenance and management of this 
useful institution. 

On the 1st of April, 1884, 32 were in Hospital ; 580 were ad- 
mitted during the year ; 579 were discharged; 33 then remained. 

No death occurred during the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 3335, and the 
time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 19-S8 days. 



IXCUBABLES. 

This Hospital is well conducted, and apparently with much 
attention to the comforts of its inmates, though, from the arrange- 
ment of its wards and the peculiar condition of the patients, it 
cannot present the more regular appearance of other hospitals. 

The cooking arrangements are excellent, and the kitchen is 
well lighted and ventilated. 

The various articles of food were of good quality. 

On investigating the available means of extinguishing a fire, 
we were glad to find that there are placed in various parts of the 
buildings internal and external hydrants, with sufficient force of 
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■water to play upon a fire in any part of the Hospital. The Resi- 
dent Surgeon has compiled simple and precise instructions to 
attendants as to their duties should a fire break out. “We con- 
sider, however, that a good system of night watching affords the 
best security against fire. 

One hundred and seventy-one patients remained in Hospital 
on the 1st of April, 1884 ; 45 cases were admitted ; 10 discharged ; 
40 died during the year, and 166 remained on the 31st of March, 
1885. 

The mortality was 80 per cent, on the total number treated to 
a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 27P31 
days. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 166 5S.
